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DECENDANTS  OF  HENRY  AND  MARIA  (TRACY)  MONTGOMERY 
Ancestry  of  Henry  Montgomery

The  history  of  the  Montgomery  family  prior  to  the  coming  of  our  an¬ 
cestor  to  America  is  too  long  to  recount  here.  Roger  de  Montgomerie  was 
foremost  among  those  who  went  to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror  in 
1066)  and  was  richly  rewarded  by  lands  in  England  and  Wales*  We  are 
descended  through  one  of  his  sons,  Arnulph,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  who  took 
the  unsuccessful  part  of  Robert,  Duke  of  Normandy,  when  Henry  I  usurped 
the  throne  and  for  this  was  banished  from  the  kingdom.  His  son  Philip 
settled  in  Scotland  about  1113,  and  from  that  time  our  ancestors  were  all 
in  Scotland  for  25  generations,  when  our  ancestor,  a  Hugh  Montgomery, 
settled  at  Derrybrook,  North  Ireland,  in  1618*  This  English  ancestry 
has  been  recorded  in  much  detail. 

Of  more  interest  to  us  is  the  history  of  our  ancestors  in  America, 
starting  with  Hugh  and  Jean  (Cargill)  Montgomery,  who  came  in  1719  to 
join  that  congregation  of  Presbyterians  from  North  Ireland  who  had  come 
the  year  before  in  five  ships,  and  had  settled  in  Londonderry,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  Among  their  children  was  Hugh,  Jr.,  born  July  29,  1726,  who 
married  Elizabeth  Martin.  About  1780  this  family  removed  to  a  new  com¬ 
munity,  Londonderry,  Vermont.  (Both  places  were  named  after  Londonderry, 
Ireland,  from  whence  many  had  come.)  Hugh,  Jr,,  died  about  1792,  and 
among  the  nine  children  was  Hugh,  whom  I  call  Hugh  III,  born  at  London¬ 
derry,  New  Hampshire,  Sept.  10,  1752*  When  the  Lexington  alarm  was 
sounded  Hugh  enlisted,  and  he  went  into  his  first  battle  at  Bunker  Hill, 
when  Hugh  and  his  brother  Martin  fought  side  by  side  on  that  memorable 
seventeenth  of  June.  I  have  his  complete  war  record.  He  obtained  a  fur¬ 
lough  in  May,  1777,  and  returned  to  Londonderry,  Vermont,  where  he  married 
Hannah,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Hannah  (Ewfins)  Mack.  In  1809  they  moved 
from  Vermont  to  New  York  State.  On  May  14,  1819,  at  the  age  of  sixty-six, 
while  clearing  and  fencing  some  land,  he  was  felling  a  tree  when  a  dead 
branoh  broke,  came  down  upon  his  head,  and  broke  his  skull.  He  died  on 
May  27th.  His  wife,  Hannah  (Mack),  was  a  woman  possessing  exceptional 
intellectual  and  physical  endowments.  She  lived  to  the  age  of  ninety- 
six,  dying  May  10,  1853.  Both  are  buried  in  Darien  City  cemetery. 

Ancestry  of  Maria  Tracy 

The  ancestry  of  Maria  Tracy  is  even  more  interesting,  especially  in 
America.  The  Tracy  ancestry  also  is  traced  back  to  a  Norman  baron  who 
went  over  with  William  the  Conqueror;  and  the  family  were  of  Toddington, 
Gloucestershire,  until  William  Tracy,  son  of  Sir  John  Tracy  (knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  in  1574,  and  High  Sheriff  of  Gloucester,  1578)  became  so 
financially  involved  in  the  Virginia  Company  that  he  and  his  family  went 
to  Jamestown  in  September,  1620,  He  had  been  chosen  a  Counsellor  June  28, 
1620,  and  on  August  28,.  1620,  was  selected  as  a  Governor  of  Berkeley 
Colony  or  Hundred* 


John  Smyth,  in  his  own  handwriting,  entered  a  record  of  William 
Tracy* s  death  on  April  8,  1621,  in  the  midst  of  his  financial  misfortunes 
in  Virginia.  This  record  shows  that  his  wife  Mary  (Conway)  Tracy,  was 
"slayne  and  dead,"  but  these  words  are  stricken  out,  which  leads  us  to 
believe  she  returned  to  England;  further,  it  is  shown  that  his  daughter 
Joyce  married  Capt.  Nathaniel  Powell,  and  both  were  slain;  and  finally 
that  the  son,  Thomas  Tracy,  "returned  for  England." 
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It  has  been  rather  conclusively  proven  that  this  Thomas  Tracy  was  the 
Thomas  Tracy  who  entered  the  town  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1636  and  is 
so  well  known  in  geneology  because  of  his  numerous  descendants.  He  is  al¬ 
ways  spoken  of  as  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy.  He  was  well  educated  for  his  time 
and  was  a  man  of  consequence  in  Connecticut.  Much  is  written  concerning 
him.  He  left  an  estate  of  5,000  acres,  valued  at  680  pounds.  Strangely, 
Maria  Tracy  was  descended  from  both  his  sons  John  and  Thomas  and  also  his 
daughter  Miriam,  who  married  Thomas  Waterman.  The  son  John  Tracy  married 
Mary  Winslow,  niece  of  Governor  Winslow  of  the  Mayflower;  and  their  son, 
our  ancestor,  Winslow  Tracy,  born  1689,  married  Rachel  Ripley,  granddaughter 
of  Governor  William  Bradford  of  the  Mayflower;  hence  all  of  the  descendants 
of  Maria  Tracy  are  of  Mayflower  ancestry.  Maria's  father,  Edmond  Tracy,  and 
her  mother,  Lois  Tracy,  were  fourth  cousins,  and  both  descended  from  Lieut. 
Thomas  Tracy.  Edmond  was  probably  born  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  about 
1769.  Lois  was  born  at  Preston,  Connecticut,  Deoember  21,1771,  They 
moved  from  Pittsfield  to  Scipio,  New  York,  and  from  there  to  Alexander, 
Genesee  County,  New  York,  where  he  died.  I  do  not  know  where  or  when 
Lois  died. 

It  may  be  of  interest  that  I  have  conclusively  traced  33  male  immi¬ 
grant  ancestors  of  Maria  Tracy,  nearly  all  of  whom,  of  course,  came  over 
in  the  years  1630  to  1640,  during  the  great  migration  to  New  England.

HENRY  MONTGOMERY,  sixth  child  of  Hugh  III  and  Hannah  (Mack)  Montgomery,  was 
born  March  11,  1792,  at  Londonderry,  Vermont,  When  he  was  four  years 
old,  on  December  13,  1796,  his  family  removed  to  a  farm  near  Manchester, 
Vermont,  where  they  lived  until  March  28,  1809,  when  Hugh  sold  his  farm 
and  other  land  there  and  removed  to  New  York  State,  settling  near  Auburn, 
where  he  bought  100  acres.  It  was  while  living  here  that  the  war  of  1812 
broke  out,  with  Henry  enlisting  for  service.  Probably  while  living  here 
Henry  came  to  know  the  neighboring  girl,  Maria  Tracy,  daughter  of  Edmond 
and  Lois  (Tracy)  Tracy,  who  was  born  at  Scipio  (the  towns  of  Scipio  and 
Auburn  are  about  ten  miles  apart),  October  25,  1795, 

Henry  went  with  his  parents  when  they  removed  from  Auburn  on  west  to 
Genesee  County,  April  16,  1814,  to  the  vicinity  of  Darien.  Edmond  Tracy 
and  his  family  moved,  perhaps  about  the  same  time,  to  the  adjoining  com¬ 
munity  of  Alexander,  Genesee  County,  and  Henry  Montgomery  and  Maria  Tracy 
were  married  on  May  1,  1817.  He  bought  land  near  Darien  and  here  all  his 
children  were  born.  This  was  then  wild  and  uncleared  land  and,  according 
to  his  son's  account  (Portrait  and  Biographical  Album  of  Rock  County, 
Wisconsin,  1889)  the  family  ’’endured  many  hardships  while  residing  there, 
as  that  part  of  the  country  was  quite  unsettled.” 

In  the  spring  of  1836  Henry  sold  out  and  with  his  family  went  to  Erie 
County,  New  York  (I  do  not  know  the  locality),  where  he  followed  farming 
until  the  fall  of  1844,  when  he  went  to  Wisconsin.  He  first  decided 
upon  Rock  County  as  a  desirable  location,  and  purchased  eighty  acres  of 
land  in  Johnstown  Township  whioh  was  also  in  its  primitive  condition. 

After  carrying  on  the  work  of  development  until  the  spring  of  1846,  he 
again  sold  out  and  removed  to  Green  County  where  he  took  up  government 
land,  where  Frank  King  later  lived.  Here  he  soon  died,  September  20, 

1846.  His  widow,  Maria,  lived  until  January  6,  1868  (as  shown  on  her 
gravestone),  and  both  are  buried  in  the  old  Brooklyn  Cemetery,  about 
five  miles  from  Brooklyn, 
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Maria  was  living  with  her  daughter  Eliza  Baldwin  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
Margaret  (Montgomery)  Adamson  remembers  hearing  the  circumstances  told  to 
her  by  Eliza.  It  seems  that  Eliza  had  told  her  mother  that  she  had  to  go 
down  in  the  cellar  for  a  few  minutes  and  that  she  would  come  right  back 
up.  After  Eliza  became  busy  and  had  stayed  longer  than  she  had  intended, 
Maria  became  anxious  and  started  to  look  for  her,  with  the  result  that  she 
fell  through  the  trap  door  into  the  cellar  and  died  not  long  afterward  from 
the  shock. 

Jeanette  Montgomery  tells  me  that  Margaret  (Montgomery)  Fuller  used  to  use 
as  a  door  stop  a  gray  stone  jug  with  a  blue  daisy  on  it  which  had  been 
Maria’s  whisky  bottle,  for  it  was  her  custom  to  take  a  little  nip  of  whisky 
from  it  every  night  at  bed  time. 

Henry  and  Maria  Montgomery  had  eleven  children,  all  born  in  New  York  State 
near  Alexander  and  Darieni 

(l)  Tracy,  b.  March  12,  1818,  at  Alexander,  Genesee  County,  New  York.  Tracy 
went  with  his  parents  to  Wisconsin  in  1844,  and  he  purchased  from  the 
government  eighty  acres  of  land  in  Johnstown  Township,  Rock  County, 
and  at  once  erected  a  little  log  cabin  and  began  the  improvement  of 
the  land.  In  the  spring  of  1845  he  returned  to  his  native  state, 
where  he  further  completed  the  arrangements  for  a  home  by  his  marriage 
on  August  25,  1845,  to  Persis  Paulina  Chadwick,  daughter  of  Solomon 
and  Persis  Chadwick  of  Perrysburg,  New  York.  She  was  born  August  24, 
1819,  at  Dunkirk,  New  York,  and  was  called  by  her  iftiddle  name, 

Paulina.  He  then  returned  to  Wisconsin  with  his  young  bride,  who 
was  duly  installed  as  mistress  of  the  pioneer  home  where  they  con¬ 
tinued  to  reside  until  the  fall  of  1847,  when,  selling  out, they 
removed  to  Green  County.  Tracy  purchased  a  farm  of  200  acres  and 
farmed  there  until  the  spring  of  1852,  when  attracted  by  the  discovery 
of  gold  in  California  he  joined  a  party  of  1200,  who  with  300  teams 
crossed  the  plains  to  California,  taking  five  months  to  make  the  trip. 
The  journey  was  a  long  and  tedious  one.  There  were  no  settlements 
in  Nebraska  territory,  and  while  passing  through  they  were  surrounded 
by  Indians  who  demanded  bread  and  meat;  but  the  party, being  superior 
in  numbers,  were  secure  from  attack.  Tracy  related  many  tales  of 
this  trip.  For  example,  he  told  of  one  man  who  kept  boasting  of  how 

he  was  going  to  kill  an  Indian.  Eventually,  he  killed  one  of  the 

squaws  who  came  to  the  wagon  train  begging  for  food.  Immediately  her 
tribe  and  the  neighboring  tribes  held  council  and  told  the  wagon  train 
that  unless  the  murderer  were  delivered  into  their  hands  immediately 
they  would  attack  and  set  fire  to  the  wagons.  The  men  in  the  train 
then  handed  over  the  culprit  to  the  Indians  and  that  was  the  last 
they  knew  of  him. 

Another  story  Tracy  used  to  tell  was  of  the  night  at  Omaha  when  some 
of  the  men  made  too  much  bean  soup  for  supper.  One  man,  who  said  he 

wasn't  going  to  let  good  soup  go  to  waste,  drank  the  excess  soup. 

Needless  to  say,  so  much  soup  made  him  ill,  and,  no  doctor  being 
available,  he  died  and  was  buried  there  on  the  bluff. 

The  party  arrived  at  Downieville,  Sierra  County,  California,  August  28, 
1852,  and  Tracy  immediately  went  to  work  wheeling  dirt  out  of  the 
tunnel  mine,  for  which  he  received  five  dollars  per  day.  He  boarded 
himself,  renting  a  room  for  #10.50  per  week,  and  furnishing  his  own 
bedding.  After  working  in  that  county  for  a  few  weeks  he  went  to 
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Nevada  County  (adjoining  on  the  south),  where  he  engaged  in  outting 
sawlongs  until  the  following  spring  when  he  began  teaming,  continu¬ 
ing  this  work  until  February,  1855,  While  so  engaged  he  was  able  to 
save  some  money,  which  he  loaned  at  '5%  a  month.  He  intended  return¬ 
ing  home  about  that  time,  but  being  unable  to  get  back  the  money  he 
had  loaned,  he  was  compelled  to  remain;  so  engaged  in  work  with  the 
man  who  had  borrowed  his  money. 

While  in  his  employ,  engaged  in  raising  quartz  from  a  shallow  shaft, 
he  spent  his  idle  moments  in  hunting  for  specimens.  There  was  a 
stream  close  by,  and  taking  the  lid  from  his  lunch  pail  he  would  fill 
it  with  dirt,  whioh  he  afterwards  washed,  and  at  the  end  of  a  week 
he  had  secured  $1,600  worth  of  gold.  After  receiving  the  money  he 
had  loaned,  he  started  on  his  homeward  journey  by  way  of  Panama 
Isthmus.  Here  he  purchased  the  Panama  hat,  which  Margaret  (Montgomery) 
Adamson  remembers  well  as  being  rolled  up  on  the  sides,  and  which 
Tracy  would  take  to  Chicago  every  two  years  to  have  it  cleaned  and 
blocked. 

Tracy  and  his  wife  went  East  every  few  years  to  visit  relatives.  His 
sister  Eliza  told  how  impressed  they  were  when  he  and  Paulina  came 
back  from  one  trip  in  time  for  the  wedding  of  his  niece  Margaret 
Montgomery  to  "Cash”  Fuller.  Tracy  had  a  fancy  new  spring  seat  for  his 
wagon,  and  Persis  Paulina  a  brocade  shawl  having  a  large  black  medallion 
in  the  center  and  smaller  ones  in  the  border. 

After  his  return  the  family  continued  to  farm  in  Green  County  until 
1865,  when  Tracy  sold  and  returned  to  Rock  County  where  he  purchased 
a  farm  of  160  acres  situated  on  Section  29,  Porter  Township,  I  do 
not  have  the  date  of  death  of  Traoy  and  his  wife,  but  he  probably 
died  late  in  1895,  for  claim  of  his  Will  was  filed  Dec,  9,  1895,  in 
Janesville. 

Tracy  and  Persis  Paulina  had  three  children:

They  went  west  in  1853  with  the  first  wagon  train  ever  to  cross 
the  Cascades  into  the  State  of  Washington,  since  spoken  of  as  the 
"Naches  Pass  Party."  They  made  the  final  start  for  Puget  Sound  on 
May  10,  1853,  at  the  ferry  twelve  miles  below  Council  Bluffs,  and 
reached  Steilacoom  Fort  on  Oct.  9,  almost  exactly  five  months  later. 

With  this  party  was  James  Longmire  (who  was  later  to  develop  Longmire 
Springs  on  Mt.  Rainier),  whose  interesting  narrative  of  this  trip  is 
recorded  in  "Told  by  the  Pioneers,"  Vol.  1.  They  settled  in  Steilacoom, 
Wash.,  Ft.  Steilacoom  being  an  early  settlement,  and  here  he  became  a 
successful  business  man.  In  partnership  with  two  other  men  he  owned  a 
coastwise  vessel  called  the  Clara  Light,  in  which  lumber  was  transported 
to  San  Francisco.  Caroline  died  there  Aug.  23,  1885,  and  in  1888  Mr. Light 
sold  his  store  to  his  son,  Ira,  and  removed  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he 
died  Nov,  5,  1899.
